Population, 
131,183. Total number of deaths from all causes 224, including 
typhoid fever 1, measles 1, diphtheria 2, tuberculosis 7. 

Cuba — Saguala Grande. — Month of May, 1910. Population, 28,030. 
Total number of deaths from all causes 41, including tuberculosis 7. 

France — St. Etienne. — Two weeks ended May 15, 1910. Popula- 
tion, 150,000. Total number of deaths from all causes 111, including 
measles 2, diphtheria 2, tuberculosis 3. 

Great Britain. — Week ended May 21, 1910. 

England and Wales. — The deaths registered in 77 great towns 
correspond to an annual rate of 12.4 per 1,000 of the population, which 
is estimated at 16,940,895. 

Ireland. — The deaths registered in 21 principal town districts 
correspond to an annual rate of 19.5 per 1,000 of the population, which 
is estimated at 1,151,790. The lowest rate was recorded at Queens- 
town, viz, 6.6, and the highest at Galway, viz. 38.8, per 1,000. 

Scotland. — The deaths registered in 8 principal towns, having an 
aggregate estimated population of 1,865,571, correspond to an annual 
rate of 15.5 per 1,000 of the population. The total number of deaths 
from all causes was 562, including measles 41, scarlet fever 1, diph- 
theria 1. 

Malta. — Four weeks ended May 14, 1910. Population, 212,888. 
Total number of deaths from all causes reported, 242, including 
typhoid fever 3, smallpox 1, tuberculosis 9. 

New Zealand. — Month of March, 1910. 

Auckland. — Estimated population, 97,929. Total number of 
deaths 81, including typhoid fever 1. 

Christchurch. — Estimated population, 78,605. Total number of 
deaths 39, including tuberculosis (pulmonary) 3.

Estimated popula- 
tion, 1,800. No deaths and no contagious diseases. Reports from 
Cockburn Harbor and Salt Cay Agency, May 14 to 30, show health 
conditions good.
